RIYADH, March 21 ( Agencies l— Talks started here today between 
a Jordanian delegation led by HU Majesty- King Hussein and a 
Saadi Arabian team headed by His Majesty King Khaied. 

King Hussein Ls on a two-day visit tu Saudi Arabia. 

During the meeting, the two sides reviewed “latest developments 
in the Middle East region in the light of Arab and international 
realities," the Jordan News Agency (JNA) reported. 

It said the two monarchs discussed “methods of restoring -Arab 
rights and strengthening Che Arab position in the face of dangers, 
external challenges and future possibilities.'* 

The talks were attended by Prime Minister Modar Bsdran, 
Chief of (be Royal Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf and other, 
senior officials. 

On the Saudi Arabian side, there were Crown Prince Fabd, 
Deputy Prime Minister Prince Abdullah I bn Abdul Aziz, Defence 
and Aviation Minister Prince Sultan I bn Abdul Aziz and Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud Al Faisal. 

King Hussein arrived here calrlier today and was met at Riyadh 
Airport by King Khaied, the official Saudi Press Agency said. 

In Washington. King Hussein was quoted as saying that Pres- 
ident Carter had invited him to visit Washington quite soon and 
that he plans to go. 

In an interview published in today’s Washington Post, the King 
said, however, that he did not believe there had ever been a 
misunderstanding between Jordan and the United States as serious 
as the present one. 

He was quoted as saying the U.S. had used “arm-twisting" 
tactics in efforts to secure his backing for the separate Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty. 

He also said that the U.S. had asked Jordan not to say anything 
that might affect the' Israeli- Egy ptian negotiations.

Andreotti’s new 
cabinet sworn in 

ROME, March 21 (R>-- Italy’s 
latest— and possibly shortest- 
lived— government took office 
today, ending nearly two months 
of inconclusive political bar- 
gaining. 

President Sandro Pertini swore 
in a 21 -member cabinet including 
three republicans and four social 
democrats. All the others are from 
the dominant Christian Demo- 
cratic party which has led every 
government since the end of 
World W'ar H. 

The minority administration, 
led by four-time Prime Minister 
Giulio Andreotti. is considered 
unlikely to survive its first con- 
fidence vote next week. 

The cabinet was put together by 
Mr. Andreotti after he and oilier 
political leaders had Tailed to solve 
the impasse which brought down 
bis previous government on Jan. 
31. The communists, who had 
backed Mr. Andreotti in par- 
liament in exchange for a voice in 
policy-making, accused him of 
bad faith and made cabinet seals 
the price of their continued sup- 
port. 

Unless (he communists or 
socialists soften their line the new 
government, which musters 29t 
seats in the 630-seat Lower 
House, is bound to be defeated 
when it faces a vote of confidence, 
■possibly as soon as March 29. '

Anti-treaty Arabs prepare 
to turn hostility to action 


BEIRUT. March 21 
(Agencies)— Arab states opposed 
to the Egyptian-Israeli peace tre- 
aty today prepared to rum tbeir 
hostility into action. 

Foreign and finance ministers 
from all 22 members of the Arab 
League except Egypt are 
scheduled to begin emergency 
talks in Baghdad next 
Tuesday- the day after Egypt and 
Israel arc due to sign their accord 
in Washington. 

A main task in the conference 
will be to implement punitive 
measures against the Egyptian 
government, drawn up by an Arab 
League summit in the Iraqi capital 
last November. 

The comparatively mild sanc- 
tions provided for suspending 
Egypt’s membership of the lea- 
gue, removing the organisation's 
headquarters from Cairo and boy- 
cotting Egyptian state organs and 
private firms which deal with 
Israel. 

Iraq issued invitations for the 
conference yesterday, shortly 
after Washington failed in a last- 
ditch attempt to persuade Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan to soften their 
opposition to the proposed treaty. 

His Majesty King Hussein 
arrived in Riyadh today for talks 
with Saudi leaders on the situ- 
ation.

Khaddam, Callaghan recognise differences

UAE rulers urged 
to boost unification 

ABU DHABI, March 21 (Rt-An 
official memorandum today urged 
the rulers of the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) to step up unifi- 
cation measures, including the 
abolition of state borders created 
by “colonialism.” 

It also demanded a unified sec- 
urity organisation and the purge of 
"aliens" from the armed forces 
• which should be placed under a 
unified command. 

The document also seeks a 
permanent constitution, in place 
of the existing provisional one, 
and greater federal control over 
the judiciary, immigration and 
nationality' and the economy, 
including the creation of a central 
bank. 

It referred ro the latest events in 
Iran and Afghanistan and to the 
wars in the Ye mens and in the 
Horn of Africa, and said the dan- 
gers facing the UAE needed the 
bolstering of the internal front and 
solidarity among aQ the executive 
branches. 

The lengthy memorandum was 
prepared jointly last month by the 
UAE cabinet and the 40-member 
federal council and submitted to 
the supreme council, composed of 
the UAE's seven state rulers, 
when it met on Monday for the 
First time since November 1976. 

The council is scheduled to 
meet again on Tuesday to discuss 
the memorandum.

Yasser Arafat. Chairman of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). was meanwhile having 
discussions with Algerian leaders.

The two leaders issued a joint 
statement after their weekend 
talks in which they reiterated their 
rejection of the proposed treaty 
and their determination to imple- 
ment the Arab League sanctions. 

Iraq today strongly denounced 
the Egyptian-Israeli accord and 
warned that it could provoke 
another Middle East War. 

Foreign Under-Secretary 
Abdul Hussein Al Jamali told 
ambassadors in Baghdad that it 
contradicted the collective Arab 
wish as well as United Nations 
resolutions. 

Mr. Jamali said that the U.S. 
must bear responsibility for what 
he termed its hostility to the will, 
freedom and sovereignty of the 
Arab world. 

In Doha, Qatar said that any 
agreement which did not rep- 
resent all parties to the conflict 
could not achieve a permanent 
and just settlement. 


A statement issued after a 
cabinet meeting said Qatar also 
called for the Middle East issue to 
be placed before the United 
‘ Nations, "which in its resolutions 
has reaffirmed the Arab rights and 
condemned Israeli aggression". 

In Beirut, Prime Minister Salim 
Al Hoss told reporters that any 
accord which failed to recognise 
Palestinian national rights could 
not resotre peace to the region, 
and that Lebanon was committed 
to the Baghdad summit resol- 
utions. 

In Jeddah, :ite Supreme Council 
of Mosques, Moslem equivalent of 
the World Council of Churches, 
has said it will reject any Middle 
East peace treaty which ignores 
Palestinian rights. 

The council declared “null and 
void” any pact between Zionists 
and any other party which over- 
looked the Palestinian people's 
rights. 

In Tripoli, thousands of Libyans 
demonstrated outside the U.S„ 
embassy today in protest against 
the proposed separate peace tre- 
aty.

AS THE ARAB states prepare in the coming days to 
confront the most serious challenge to their unity in recent 
years, they can be sure that their enemies will be stepping 
up their efforts to sow disunity in Arab ranks. 

That is why the preparations for both the meeting this 
week of the Arab League Council in Mogadishu, and the 
emergency meeting to which Arab foreign ministers have 
been invited in Baghdad next week, must be carried out in 
the unshakeable spirit of .Arab solidarity and cohesiveness. 
This solidarity already seems to be the by-word as dip- 
lomatic moves and consultations betw een Arab sister states 
gain momentum. But vigilance and reasonableness are still 
demanded, in large quantities. 

it has been clear from the beginning of the Camp David 
“peace process" that the world would look to the Arab 
World for a scapegoat if the process broke down. 

President Carter may have had to walk on eggshells in 
his dealings with Israel's irascible Mr. Begin, but it is begin- 
ning to appear, what with Mr. Begins tendentious utter- 
ances in the Knesset, that even to enable what W ashington 
perceives as “progress" in the negotiations to be achieved 
required L’.S. acquiescence to a degree of duplicity that is 
remarkable even for Mr. Begin. 

So the Zionists in the L r .S..andthe Israelis such as those 
who were building a new settlement in occupied Sinai even 
as the Knesset debated the treaty, will feel emboldened to 
harden their position and blame “the Arabs" for the 
breakdown. 

It is in this context that the common Arab ground 
secured last year at Baghdad, and expanded since then to 
embrace every corner of the-jArab naJies^eiust _npt.be. 
allowed to diy up and crack beneath our feet under the 
pressure of attempts to shake our determination to stand 
up for our rights. 

Efforts to sow division— and reap powerlessness-in the 
Arab front have already begun: the war in Yemen, care- 
fully placed “rumours" of policy disagreements in certain 
Arab countries, excessive Western interest in discerning 
Arab “moderates*' from Arab “radicals " — these are all 
manifestations of these efforts. 

If the same spirit prevails at these forthcoming meetings 
as was proudly displayed to the world at Baghdad, then we 
may yet be able to turn attempts to disunite us into the stuff 
of an even stronger common bond.

This, in essence, was the message contained in 
the Israeli Prime Minister’s reply to Egyptian Prime Minister 
Musiapha Khalil who spoke at length about the restoration of 
Jerusalem to the Arabs. Israeli withdrawal from 1967 occupied 
Arab territory and the establishment of a Palestinian state. Actu- 
ally, the paper says, there are no differences between Israel and 
Egypt. The secret dialogue-going on between them poses a serious 
threat mainly to Jordan. Syria and whatever is left of Lebanon. 
Israel will do its best to bring the Arabs to their knees. The Arabs 
should not be deceived by 'superficial differences” in the 
Egyptian- Israeli negotiations which term Sadat is using to minim- 
ise the effect of the treacherous blow he has dealt the Arab cause. 
The Arabs should build up their military strength in order to be 
able to face up to the consequences of expected Israeli aggression, 
the paper concludes. 

AL DUSTOUR says that His Majesty King Hussein's address 
yesterday on the occasion of the Teachers’ Day celebration 
reflected Jordan’s understanding of the developments expected to 
follow the signing of the separate agreement between Egypt and 
Israel. Jordan s position can be summed up as follows: First, 
Jordan is committed to a comprehensive settlement based on 
Israeli withdrawal from occupied Arab territories, foremost of 
which is Jerusalem. Second, Jordan calls for the preservation of 
the Arab cause despite the forthcoming peace agreement. Third, 
Jordan calls for the avoidance of adopting rash attitudes in reac- 
tion to the Egyptian- Israeli agreement. Fourth. Jordan caDs for 
the building up of Arab military strength as the only viable way to 
meet the new challenge, fifth. Jordan calls on all Arabs to act 
rationally rather than emotionally so that results that will really 
serve the Arab cause will be achieved. The paper concludes by 
saying if the above conditions are fulfilled, the victory of the .Arab 
cause will be certain.

Unions lo observe

The bar association has already 
announced that its members win- 
stop pleading cases in court for 1 S 
minutes starting at 11 am. on 
Monday to symbolise its denun- 
ciation of what it termed Sadat’s 
“act of national ’treason” and

A tale of Palestine 


NCC Foreign Relations Committee Chairman says 

Jordan will not submit to 
pressures to join peace talks 


AMMAN. March 21— The 
Chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee of .the National 
Consultative Council. Mr. Abdvl 
Wahhab Majali. said today that 
Jordan would not bow down to. 
pressure to subscribe to the 
Egyptian- Israeli formula for 
peace. 

Jordan is for a just and com- 
prehensive peace, and the 
expected peace treaty between 
Egypt and Israel will not achieve 
peace in the Middle East regtbfe 
he added. • - 

Mr. Majali was commenting on. 
the remarks made by Senator 
Frank Church, head of the U.S. 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
' mittee on television on Sunday/ 

Asked if the U.S. should not 
apply pressure on Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia if they did not sup- 
port an Egyptian- Israeli peace 
agreement along the lines of 
Camp David. Senator Church'said 
Jordan must not take for granted 
the generous aid which it receives 
from the U.S. regardless of which . 
position it fakes. It was high time 
President Carter • changed foi$ 
impression on King Hussein'S 
part. Senator Church said. 


Mr. MajalFs reply to this state- 
ment was that Jordan has worked 
since 1967 for a just and com- 
prehensive peace and it will con- 
tinue to do so. The separate peace 
treaty is incapable of achieving 
that. This is evident from Mr.- 
Begin’s statements in the Knesset 
yesterday, he said. Mr. Majali 
wondered whether the American 
senator had heard Mr. Begin 
when' he said that the West Bank 
and Caza Strip were Israeli land 
and that Jerusalem was the undi- 
vided capital of Israel. These 
statements must surely be seen as 
blowing up all possibilities for 
peace, he said. 

Mf. Majali said Jordan would 
not remain dependent on Arneri- . 
can aid. if this is intended to be 
used as means of exerting pres- 
sure. 

Jordan's policies with other 
nations are based on mutual' 
respect and are prompted by Jor- 
danian national "interests, he 
added. 

“In any case, Church's com-, 
mems are not unfamiliar to us.” ‘ 
Mr. Majali said, “because he has 
always been an advocate of Zion- 
ism. This is not the first time that ■ 


he has taken as adverse postten 
towards a friendly Arab state. -He 
has taken similar positions- 
towards other Arab nations; 
friendly to the United States fw 
□o reasons except because thase 
nations adhered to the principle of 
a just peace"

rr WAS AN UNUSUALLY warm late winter, 
afternoon, when an old man last week walked info 
the humble concrete house of a young Palestisian- 
peasant on tbe outskirts of RamaEah. The man . 
appeared io have been badly beaten tip. He 
stooped badly, and limped heavily on one foot. 
His arms hung limp in front of him, and a Mood- - 
stained bandage wrapped around his forehead ; 
also bung down to cover half bis face. He looked 
a host 55 years of age, but he said his age was 
eleven. He said bis name was Abu Autonomy, and 
that be had just been through one of the roughest 
ordeals that any human beinghas ever had to . 
withstand. . - 

Abu Autonomy stumbled into the peasant's 
house, and was immediately offered a com- 
fortable seat inside the back door of the small 
house, from where he could look south and see 
traffic flowing along the mam road to JerosaleiH.v 
Tedcastaned to form in his eyes, and it was obvi- 
ous that he was moved by the chance to sit cpm-. 
fortabh in the safety of a fellow Palestinian's 
home. Tea came forth quickly, and a smaH packet _ 
of dgarertes, without fancy cellophane wrappers 
or filter tips, just a small pale green packet of 
cigarettes such as are found in tie home of any 
peasant family in. any other part of the wozld.- 
Abu Autonomy fought back tbe desire to 
break down and cry . Instead, be drank some tea - 
amfsmokedthreeagarertes in a row, not speaking 
at all. but staring out the window, watching the 
cars and the trucks and the buses moving steadily 
down the road from Ramallah to Jerusalem, 
knowmg that they would have to stop at at least 
four roadblocks on the way. If a car contained 
young people, tbev would probably be detained 
for a few hours. Abu Autonomy knew all 'this . 
because, despite his appearance of old age, be had 
recently experienced all the discomfort and 
humiliation of being a young Palestinian living 
under the military occupation of the West Bank . 
and G aza. 

He slowly gathered bad; his strength. As he did 
so, he started to speak; even though there were 
only the peasant farmer and his wife and baby girl 
listening, he spoke slowly, composing his thoughts 
carefully, making believe he was standing' at the 
rostrum of the United Nations talking to the 
world. He told his story quickly, so as not to make 
it too personal, but rather to use his own example 
as a lesson for other Palestinians to learn from — 
Abu Autonomy was born immediately after 
the 1967 war, in a secret military hospital some- 
where inside IsraeL But the area was not called 
Israel when Abn Autonomy's father and mother 
first married and conceived his elder brother and 
sister many years before that. His brother, Abdul 
W ahah Armistice, and his sister, Qamar AJ 
Demarcation, never left Palestine, preferring to 
stay there even after Israel was established in the . 
spring of 1948. But Abu Autonomy's parents fled 
Palestine under the threat of attacks in the night 
by Jewish armed groups, many of whom spoke 
Polish, which Abu Autonomy's parents had trou- 
ble Understanding. They came east of the 1948 
armistice lines and settled near' Ramallah, just off 
the main road to Jerusalem. Years ago, they 
would sit outside their front door sipping tea in the 
late afternoon and offer cups of tea to young 
Palestinians who would walk home all the way 
from Ramallah to Jerusalem, after having spent 
the day in Ramallah enjoying the cool summer 
breezes. It was only about a hundred metres from 
Abu Autonomy's parents' home that he was once 
pulled out of a car by Israeli soldiers and taken to a 
police station in Jerusalem for interrogation. They

Divisions atpong UNRWA 
employees surface

AMMAN, March 21-A spiit 
seems to have developed between 
some United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency (UNRWA), 
employees and the working team 
representing all UNRWA 
employees in countries hosting 
Palestinians after the return of the 
working team from Vienna on 
March 16 where it had Been 
negotiating with top UNRWA 
officials. ». . - 

A press release has just beeju 
issued by the union of UNRWA 
teachers accusing the working 
team of being ambivalent abefyt 
the negotiations in Vienna. 
teachers, who don’t want to strike, 
object to the working teams insis- 
tence on striking, despite the 
progress achieved during the 
negotiations in Vfifana. 

The statement went on to say 
that a press release was issued on 
March 16 by the working tearavn 
Vienna, saying that negotiations 
had failed completely and therfore 
the threatened strike action would 
be carried out. The statement 
pointed out that the woriting team, 
announced last Monday, March 
19, during its meeting a with 
UNRWA employees, that some 
progress had been achieved in 
Vienna, although details were not 
released by the woriting team at- 
the time. 

The picture is still unclear, 
not certain whether a strike witffee 
staged or not. 

The working team originally 
went to Vienna on Feb. . 7. to 
negotiate with the UNRWA 
administration changes i&. the 
planned reduction of servfces to 
Palestinian refugees, the 
’ of 'Salaries, titfe ____ 

preparatory stage at .

ances. A press release issued on 
March 17 by UNRWA said that 
foe agency was prepared to make 
$4 million available for pay 


adjustments, to its 16.50Q staff. 
UNRWA also offered to allocate 
S6.6 million from its budget for 
increases in cost of living allow- 
ances. But payment of this 
depends on UNRWA receiving 
sufficient income to coveT its 1979 
budget. It relies on nearly all of its 
income from voluntary con- 
tributions.

Washington, despite the 
absence »>f starters Bob Dandridge and Elvin Grcvey plus reserve 
Mitch Kupchak— all sidelined with injuries—buried the Jazz by 
out '■coring New Orleans 39-25 in the third quarter tor a 101-S4 
advantage. Elvin Hayes paced the Bullets with 32 points, as 
Washington raised its record to 48-22. best in the league. Rich 
Kelley led the Jazz with 22 points. Denver Nuggets topped Golden 
State Warriors 113 to 102. David Thompson scored 19 of his 
eame-bish 27 points in the first half, helping Denver beat Golden 
State and move within 3 1 = games of first-place Kansas City in the 
Midwest Division. Gcorse McGinnis collected 21 points for the 
Nuggets, while Dan Issef had 18 points and 1 1 rebounds. Purvis 
Short paced Golden State w ith 20 points. Atlanta Hawks defeated 
Cleveland Cavaliers 1 1 5 to 109. John Drew s 3? points. 1 4 in the 
fourth period helped the Hawks win their 12th straight home 
game. The v ieton ended a four -game A flan fa losing streak, while 
the setback extended Cleveland's losing streak to six. Campy 
Russell led Cleveland with 2 7 points and Austin Cagr scored 23. 
New York Knick.s won over Milwaukee Bucks 11 S to 110. Earl 
Monroe and Marvin Webster equaled their season highs with 28 
and 23 points, respectively, as the Knieks overcame a 15-point 
firs* -quarter deficit and handed the Bucks their 29th road loss in 
55 games this season. Webster, suffering from tendinitis in his 
right knee, also had a game-high 12 rebounds and five assists. 
Marque* Johnson tallied 24 points Milwaukee and Junior 
Bridgeman scored 2J. Portland Trail Blazers beat San Diego 
Clippers 115 to 109 Mvchal Thompson's 27 points, including a 
clutch field goal with 11 second s remaining, and Maurice Lucas'

Obscenity causes tennis match forfeit 

NEW ORLEANS. March 21 (AP)--Hie Nastase made one 
obscene gesture too many Tuesday night and was disqualified in 
his first-round match against Bob Lutz in the SI 75. 000 New 
Orleans Tennis Festival. "The chair umpire (Doug Lang.) was 
simply enforcing I he rule,” said Dick Roberson, supervisor of the 
Grand Pri.x of tennis events. "Nastase knows that the first step is a 
point penalty, the next step is a game penalty, and the next stepjs a 
default." He said that to the best of his knowledge, it was the first 
time any player had been forced to forfeit a Grand Prix match. 
Nastase* s first run-in with the officials came in the third game of 
the first set. He double faulted and kicked the ball, and Lang 
awarded the point to Lutz. Nastase— obviously upset Ann down 
1-3— flashed an obscene gesture moments later, and Lang 
awarded the game to Lutz, putting Nastase down 1-4, and he went 
on to lose the set 6-7. Nastase won the second set 6-5. and Lutz 
was serving and trailing 1 game to 3 and down 15-30 in the fourth 
game of (he third set when he was disqualified for making an 
obscene gesture. Nastase said be doesn't know what be did to 
draw the penalty . “I didn't give it to anybody. I gave it to myself," 
he said Roberson said their would be an unappealable fine of 
S450 assessed against Nastase. but he said Nastase does have the 
right to appeal the forfeit. When the forfeit was announced, the 
court was quickly buried in crumpled paper cups and other objects 
thrown from the stands. Many members of the crowd of almost 
5.000, charged the court, and at least one fistfight broke out 
between spectators. "They were too strick with me." Nastase said. 
They defaulted me too fast. “They guys axe not flexible, especially 
with me." In other action Tuesday. 2nd seeded Bjorn Borg used a 
big serve and a powerful backhand to blow Gene Mayer off the 
court 6-4. 6-3. Fourth-seeded John McEnore also had an easy 
time of it. The young Davis Cupper whipped substitute Hubertus 
Hoyt 6-3, 6-2. Hoyt got to play when Victor Amaya had to 
withdraw because of tendinitis of the shoulder. In other matches 
Tuesday, it was Dick Stockton over Stan Smith 6-7. 6-4. 6-4 2nd 
Ferdi Taygan over Marty Riesen 6-2, 6-3. Sherwood Stewart beat 
Peter Fleming 6-4, 6-4. Sixth-seeded Roscoe Tanner beat Tim 
Wilkinson 6-4. 6-3. Top seeded Jimmy Connors advanced to the 
second round after winning his match on Monday. “A Borg or a 
Connors could do this, and they wouldn't have to default:" Nas- 
tase said. "If you're no. 1 or no. 2, you can do anything you want 
and they won't default you. I understand that When I was no. I 
they wouldn't default me. You miss a shot, and you can’t say 
anything to the crow d, but they can say anything to you. The rules 
are against the players. There was a guy in the back thieving coins 
at me. and I had to take it. I'm not the kind of guy who can take 
that kind of thing from anybody.

Science fiction hew 
returns to British TV

Professor Quatennass, one of teteyisioH*s original 
and renowned science fiction heroes, is to. return to 
the small screen after a gap of 20 years to continue 
his battles against perils mesaring humanity from 
outer space. Thames Television, one of Britain’s 
major independent companies, has just completed 
production of a new four part Quatennass series 
starring Sir John Mills in the role of the redoubtable 
professor. 


To most television viewers in 
the Wesem world old enough 10 
have acquired the television habit 
in the 1950s the name Quatennass 
is rich with the resonances of s ma l l 
screen nostalgia. 

Professor Quatennass was the 
first — and. marry would claim, 
most successful — of television's 
science fiction heroes. In three 
series of adventures on the single 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC) channel of those day* he 
overcame a succession of perils 
menacing humanity from outer 
space. 

But his exploits were never at 
the superficial level of Hollywood 
monsters or little green men. 
Quatermass'. creator. Nigel 
Kneale. was a writer of imagi- 
nation and originality: the series 
which made his creation a house- 
hold name had a philosophical, 
even semi mystical, basis. 

Now. after 20 years. Qcarer- 
mass is back. Thames Television, 
largest of the 1 5 companies in Bri- 
tain's independent television 
chain, has just finished production 
of 2 new four part series. It will 
probably be seen by British audi- 
ences late this year or eariv in 
19S0. 

And. for the first rime. Quaier- 
mass could become an inter- 
national cult figure, tor many 
countries are expected to take the 
programme. There is also the 
prospect that the series, made on 
35mm film, could be adapted for 
the cinema. 

Thames, through its rUtn pro- 
duction subsidiary. Huston Films, 
will certainly be looking for exten- 
sive overseas sales. For the new 



Quatermass is one of the most 
elaborate projects yet undertaken 
by British television and. at an 
estimated cost of £L2S million, or 
£300.000 per hour, possibly the 
most expensive. 

The idea was born more than 
four years ago when the BBC 
approached Kneale with the 
suggestion that he should revive 
his 1950s hero. Kneale responded 
enthusiastically and production 
plans went ahead— until late in 
1974 the BBC abandoned the pro- 
ject on financial grounds. 

For nearly three years the script 
gathered dust. Then Thames — 
whose managing director, Bryan 
Coweifi, is a former BBC man — 
showed interest. The script was 
rewritten for as all ftJra treatment. 
Sir John Mills, at 70 one of Bri- 
tain's most respected screen 
actors, agreed to play the ageing 
Qaatermass. 

Fil ming began in the middle of 
197 8 and ended in November. 
Now finishing touches, including 
special space effects, have been 
added. 

Mysterious visitors from space, 
as always, play an important part 
in the latest Quatennass story. But 
tbe crucial events spring from 
observation of ominous ten- 
dencies in modem society. 

Kneale has imagined a country, 
i 5 or 20 years in the future, where 
urban breakdown has reached an 
advanced stage. Disillusioned 
with their material world, the non 
violent young turn to mystical sol- 
utions. 

Hundreds of them gather at a 
primitive stone cirde hoping to 
communicate with life on other

planets. Meanwhile Quatermass, 
shocked at what he finds on 
emerging from rural retirement, .. 
has teamed with a younger sti- . 
entist versed in radioastronomy 
and astrophysics. 

Kneale and his producer,-Ted 
Quids, prefer to re main vague 
about what happens then. Kneale 
says: "It is, admittedly, fairly pes- 
simistic — you -can't extract too 
much fun from urban collapse. 
But tt does have elements of' 
optiniism'and the ending is defi- 
nitely on a positive note.” „ . 

Apart .from events in space 
involving the use of elaborate 
models, Quatermass IV. (as 
Kneale thinks of the new series) 
meant building mockups of a radio 
observatory, complete with two 
12 metre dishes running on tracks, 
and a 46 metre stone circle f .like 
Stonehenge, only more photo- 
genic") in carved polystyrene. 

Both were set up in a private 
estate at Harefield, about 30 
kilometres north of London, 
where much of die outside filming 
was done. 

A London street doe for demol- 
ition under the Urban Renewal 
programme provided an authentic 
atmosphere of decay. Another 
scene was filmed at Wembley 
Stadium during an international 
football match.

World delegates 


agree on $750m 


commodities fund 


GENEVA, March 21 (R)--tadustrialise<i and Third 
World nations involved in the protracted “North- 
South dialogue achieved a major breakthrough yes- 
terday when they agreed on a S750 million inter- 
national fund to stabilise commodity prices. But 
Western delegation sources said the fond, whose 
basic elements were approved at an all-night session 
of a 101-nations conference on economic coop- 
eration, would be unlikely to be fully operational 

until the end of 1981. 


The negotiators agreed on a 
basis for the fund's capitai struc- 
ture. financial resources and 'Cl- 
ing strengths, successfully ending 
two >ears of slow -moving bar- 
gaining that often seemed on the 
verge of breakdown. 

An interim committee to draft 
legal texts setting up the fund is 
likeh to meet next September or 
October, and a full negotiating 
conference to endorse the articles 
of agreement may be held in the 
first "half of next year, the sources 
said. 

If this timetable is kept, the fund 
could start fulfilling its main role 
of financing reserve buffer stocks 
of commodities around the end of 
1981. the sources said. 

The fund will serve as a central 
pool of finance for price stabil- 
isation measures undertaken by 
international commodity organ- 
isations associated with it. 
Resources of S400 million will be 
available for purchasing buffer 


stocks of commodities that will be 

built up when prices fall and 
released when they rise so as to 
keep the ranee within agreed 
levels. 

A second facility with target 
resources of S3 50 million will fund 
research and development- and 
productivity, marketing and 
diversification schemes aimed at 
helping keep prices steady. 

Although accepting 3 resolution 
setting out these basic elements of 
the fund, two major participants, 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, objected to voting 
arrangements in the fund's man- 
agement body, giving developing 
countries the strongest voice. 

The U.S. said it would urge the 
interim committee meeting next 
autumn to re-examine this pro- 
cedure. which allocated 47 per 
cent of the total votes to develop- 
ing countries as a group. 42 per 
cent to non-communist indus- 
trialised states, eight per cent to 


East European communist coun- 
tries and three percent to China. 

Industrialised states, grouped in 
the Paris-based Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD), who will 
contribute more than two-thirds 
of the fund's total capital, bad 
argued strongly for equal voting 
strength with the Third World at 
40 per cent each. 

The Soviet Union, speaking 
also on behalf of its East Euro- 
pean communist partners, 
objected in addition to what it 
described as “an unjust dis- 
tribution of the burden of financ- 
ing."

Pakistan denies Saudi 


report of commuted 


sentence for Bhutto 


ISLAMABAD. March 21 i R > — Pakistan official sources yes- 
terday dented reports from Saudi Arabia that Pakistani President 
Zia-ul-Haq had promised under Arab pressure to commute the 
death sentence on former premier Mr. Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. Mr. 
Bhutto, under sentence of death for ordering a political murder, 
awaits judgement of the Supreme Court on his petition against the 
sentence. 

The official Saudi Press Agency yesterday quoted the Riyadh 
newspaper Al-Jezira as saying President Zia, in response to appe- 
als from the Arab states to spare Mr. Bhutto's life, had said 
“categorically" he would commute the death sentence. 

Bhutto sympathisers here also insist that General Zia has 
assured Saudi Arabia's King Khalid that the death sentence would 
be commuted, but the official sources here said such reports were 
part of a morale-boosting campaign by Mr. Bhutto’s Pakistan 
Peoples Party. 

General Zia has already said he will leave the decision to the 
Supreme Court, which is expected to rule on Mr. Bhutto's petition 
later this week. If the petition is rejected, Mr. Bhutto. 51 , could be 
executed seven days later. 


UNITED NATIONS. March 21 
(R)— Agreement on ceasefire 
arrangements and U.N.- 
supervised elections in Namibia 
(South West Africa) was reported 
nearer last night after talks bet- 
ween the South African and 
Western foreign ministers. 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, after briefing Secretary- 
general Kurt Waldheim on the 
two days of discussions, in which 
Mack African representatives also 
were consulted, told reporters: 
“We are closer, but we have a way 
to go." 

South African Foreign Minister 
Pik Botha flew home to consult his 


government on the talks, daring 
which the U.S.. Britain. France, 
West Germany and Canada 
offered new proposals to break 
the deadlock. These included a 
plan for electronic eavesdropping 
of guerrilla units of the South 
West Africa People's Organ- 
isation (SWAPO) after a cease- 
fire. 

But Mr. Vance cautioned repor- 
ters against placing too mouth 
emphasis on this, saying it was 
only one of the ideas discussed. He 
said the ministers were ready and 
willing to return to New York for 
further meetings with Mr. Botha if 
South Africa's response were 


favourable. 

Mr. Botha ordered Major- 
General J. Geldenhuys. com- 
. maeder of South African forces in 
Namibia, to remain behind. He 
and the South African minister to 
the U.X., Mr. Adriaan Eksteeit, 
will seek further clarifications of 
tiie Western proposals. 

These were designed to meet 
South Africa's objection that Mr. 
Waldheim' s implementation plan, 
issued on Feb. 26. failed to pro- 
vide for monitoring guerrilla 
forces stationed in neighbouring 
countries, while it did call for the 
creation of bases in Namibia for 
guerrillas. 


British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen told reporters before flying 
home that the main problem to 
overcome was a lack of confidence 


on the part of South Africa and the 
Namibian interna/ political par- 
ties. A more derailed plan would 
have to be presented, be added. 


The fact that representatives of 
parties other than SWAPO were 
received by the Western ministers 
helped to build their confidence. 

Dr. Owen said. It had always been 
a difficulty that the U.N. General 
Assembly recognised SWAPO as 
the sole authentic representative 
of the Namibian people, he added.

PHNOM PENH. March 21 
(R)— Several Chinese military 
advisers directing Khmer Rouge 
forces loyal to the ousted Pol Pot 
regime have been captured in 
Kampuchea (Cambodia), accord- 
ing to the foreign minister of the 
new Vietnamese-backed gov- 
ernment.

puchea. 

The foreign minister also 
accused Thailand of allowing 
China to send supplies through its 
territory to the Khmer Rouge 
forces, whom he described as now 
"merely a nuisance," with no 
unified command.

NEW DELHI, India, March 2i 
(AP)— The pro-Soviet regime in 
Afghanistan, which seized power 
in a coup 1 1 months ago. has been 
battling rebellious Moslem groups 
since last week in the north- 
western province of Herat, bor- 
dering Iran, diplomatic sources 
reported yesterday. 

Fighting was reported heaviest 
in the ancient city of Herat, the 
provincial capital, where

said a diplomatic source. 

On Sunday. Radio Afghanistan 
charged that 4.000 Iranian troops

BAHRAIN, March 21 (R)-Saudi 
Arabia is expected to follow other 
OPEC countries and add a sur- 
charge to its crude oil exports next 
month, oil industry sources said 
yesterday. “They don’t want to do 
it, but they have to because of 
pressure from other OPEC mem- 
bers," the sources told Reuters. 

The Saudi surcharge, expected 
to be between $1 and $1.20 a bar- 
rel, will be decided after next 
week’s OPEC (Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
consultative meeting in Geneva, 
the sources said. 

The size of the surcharge is 
likely to be influenced by the level 
of Saudi crude production, which 
temporarily rose by one million 
barrels a day above the country’s 
8.5 million barrel ceiling, to meet 
part of a worlwide oil shortage 
caused by the halt of Iranian sup- 
plies. 


The United Arab Emirates, 
Qatar. Kuwait and Libya already 
charge a premium, and Venezuela 
has said it will impose a S1.2 sur- 
charge from April 1. 

The premium is in addition to 
the 1979 OPEC prices fixed last 
December. 


The OPEC meeting in Geneva 
next Monday was called mainly to 
discuss the oil market, turned vol- 
atile by the daily loss of about fo e 
million barrels of Iranian crude. 


The oil ministers will also dis- 
cuss the role of international oil 
companies, accused of pro- 
fiteering from the Iranian cuts. 

The industry sources said that 
with so many OPEC members 
charging extra for their ofl, the 
Geneva consultative meeting is 
expected to turn into a regular 
ministerial conference to discuss 
oil prices. 


The foreign minister also ruled 
out any role at present in Kam- 
puchea for former bead of state 
Prince Sihanouk, now living in 
Peking. “ So long as Sihanouk con- 
tinues to serve the wicked schemes 
of China he will have no role to 
play" Mr. Sen said. 

Mr. Sen. who became foreign ■ 
minister on Jan. 8 when the “Peo- 
ple’s Revolutionary’ Council" 
government was set up. said that 
between two million and three 
million people were killed under 
the Pol Pot regime, which took 
power when the country fell to 
communist control in April 1975. 

Most of those killed were 
teachers, scientific and technical 
personnel, and intellectuals, he 
said. The government had a prob- 
lem in finding people to reopen 
schools and hospitals, run the 
administration and rebuild the

TUCSON, Arizona, March 21 
(AP)— If Voyager 1 actually 
recorded lightning in Jupiter’s 
atmosphere, it could mean 
mechanics similar to those which 
started life on earth are on the 
planet, a scientist says. 

Mr. Bradford Smith of the Uni- 
versity of Arizona, who heads the 
Voyager 1 photo team, termed the 
apparent lightning discovery “sig- 
nificant." 

• “Now that we’ve found a prob- 
able energy source, it's an intri- 
guing question," Mr. Smith said of 
the possible initial, life-giving 
steps. 

“The chemicals and gases are 
the same as we had in earth’s 
primary atmospheres at the time 
the earth was building up a string 
of complex molecules,'* Mr. Smith 
said. “At some point those con- 
centrations got high enough that 
relatively improbable reactions 
could take place and give rise to 
biological evolution. 

“The question is whether the 


atmosphere (on Jupiter) has been 
able to build up these biological 
precursors and there’s no way of 
knowing that until we get some 
kind of idea what these con- 
centrations are," he said, ' '• ' " 
Jupiter's atmosphere, he said, 
has the same chemistry as earth’s. 


“But there was a problem in get-; 
ting ettetgy.” He indicated one 
prevalent from of energy! on earth, 
ultraviolet rays from the sun, 
could be screened out on. Jupiter 
by particles in the planet’ s -upper 
atmosphere. Thai would leave 
lightning as the best energy 
source. 

“If in feet there is lightering, and 
bear in mind just one. shutter 
recorded half a dozen lightning 
bolts, and if in fact if.s going on all 
over Jupiter, then there ’ is a 
mechanism to produce organic 
molecules," Mr. Smith said.

Sources stressed that reports 
were still sketchy and could hot be 
independently confirmed. Iran on 
Sunday closed its border with 
Afghanistan, about 100 
kilometres west of Herat, and 
travel in the troubled region has 
been restricted. 

The insurgency at Herat was 
called by one area specialist the 
biggest challenge to President Nur 
Mohammad Tarakfs regime so 
far. While stubborn small-scale 
resistance has tied down army 
units for months in the eastern 
provinces bordering Pakistan, the 
northwestern region has been 
generally peaceful until now. 

Analysts here said recent 
strongly-worded statements from 
Kabul and Moscow alleging fore- 
jgn intervention seemed to indi- 
cate the severity of the situation. 
Mr. Taraki’s regime has claimed 
that Iranian troops are directly 
involved in Herat, a charge that 
Tehran has dented. 

One unconfirmed report said 
deserting Afghan troops have 
joined rebel forces in Herat, which 
could explain air strikes against 
military installations in the city. A 
Soviet-built tank was either cap- 
tured or handed over to the 
imsurgents, a source said. 

This month's fighting erupted 
after thousands of Afghan work- 
ers arrived in Herat following the 
economic collapse of Iran. The
